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Balliol College. Balliol is perhaps the best known of 
Oxford colleges, being the first to offer its scholarships to 
public competition. It was founded by Devorguilla, wife 
of John de Balliol, in 1263. The Martyrs’ Memorial is out¬ 
side the back gate at Balliol. 
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
